the said Costs, if any. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That when a Verdict 
shall be given for the PlainlifT, in any Action to ho brought against any 
Justice of the Peace, Peace OOicei-, or other Person, for taking or im- 
prisoning, or detaining any Person, or for seizing Arms or entering 
Houses, under colour of any authority given by this Act, and it shall 
appear to the Judge or Judges before whom the same shall be tried, 
that there was a probable cause for doing the act complained of in such 
Action, and the Judge or Court sliall certify the same on Record, then 
and in that case the Plaintilf shall nut be entitled to more than 

Damages, nor to any Costs of Suit: Provided also. That u-hero a 
Verdict shall be given for the Plaintiff in any such Action a.s aforesaid, 
and the Judge or Court before whom the Cause sliall be tried, shall 
certify on the Record, that the injury for whieli .such Action is brought 

21 was wilfully and maliciously committed, the Plaintiff shall be entitled 

to Costs of Suit. 

And be it Airlhcr Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
Lord Lieirtenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being, by a new Proclamation, to be made by and with the 
Advice of the Privy Council in Ireland, to revoke any Proclamation 
issued in pursuance of this Act, as to the whole or any part of the 
District thereby proclaimed; which new Proclamation shall be forth- 
with transmitted by the Clerk of the Privy Council to the Clerk of the 
Peace of sue): County, who shall notify the same to the said Court of 
Sessions of the Peace forthwith, if the said Court shall be aeliially sitting 
when he shall receive the same, and if not, then at the next Sitting of 
such Court, and such Court shall thereupon cause tiie same to bo read 
• in open Court; and on such new Proclamation beingso read, the original 
Proclamation mentioned therein, shall forthwith st.md and be revoked, 
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SO far as the said new Proclamation shall purport to revoke the same ; 
and if no part of such County shall then remain ])roclaimcd, such Special 
Sessions of the Peace shall forthwith cease and determine. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Grand Jury 
of every such County in wliich such Special Sessions shall be held, at 
the next ensuing Assizes, and (or tlic Grand Juries at the next presenting 22 
Terms for the County and County of the City of Dublin, in case such 
Special Sessions of tlie Peace shall be held tlicrein respectively, and they 
are respectively hereby required, to present a Sum I0 be raised olf the 
County, if the whole thereof sball be so proclaimed, and if nut, then ofl' 
such part thereof as shall be so proclaimed, for the purposes following j 
that is to say, In the first place, to repay to the said Consolidated Fund 
the said Sum or Sums so advanced to any such Serjeant at Law, Counsel 
learned in 1 he Law or Assistant Barrister, or Person doing his duty as 
aforesaid; and in the next place, to pay to the acting Clerk of the 
l^eace of such County, after the rate of for each day 

he shall be employed in attending any such Special Sessions of the 
Peace, which he shaii ])crsonally attend ; and in the next place, such Sum 
as maybe necessary to pay the Expenses of sending Prisoners to Gaol 
under the provisions of this Act, not exceeding the Sum of 

per Mile for each Constable and Assistant, which the Person 
• or Persons who shall- sign the Warrant of Commitment, shall certify to 
liave been ordered by him or them to go with such Prisoner ; and lastly^ 
ail such Sums as may be requisite to defray the Expenses necessarily 
incni red in tlie execution of tliis Act, and the said Sums, shall be so 
r-aised and paid accordingly; and the amount of the said Sum, so advanced 23 
out of the Consolidated Fund, shall, when raised, be paid by the Trea- 
surer of such County to the Collector of Excise for the District; and no 
other Presentment shall be fiated by the Judge or Court at such Assizes 
or presenting Term respectively, until such Presentment shall first 
have been made by the said Grand Jury thereat. 

And be it further Enacted, That nothing in this Act contained shall 
extend, or be construed to extend, at any time to take away or abridge 
or lessen the powers given to any Magistrate or Chief Constable or otlKr 
Constable, under or by virtue of any Act passed or to be passed in this 
present Session of Parliament, “ to provide for the better execution of 
llie Laws in Ireland, by appointing superintending Magistrates and 
additional Constables in Counties, in certain cases;” or to alter or 
afi'ect any .Proclamation or other Proceedings to be had under any such 
Act in any County, which siiall at anytime be proclaimed under the 
provisions of this present Act ; but that Proclamations and other Pro- 
ceedings maj'’ be had in any County in Ireland, under the provisions of 
the said recited Act, distinct from or concurrently with tlie Proclama- 
lions and Proceedings under this Act, as may from time to time be thought 
expedient by the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland for the time being ; and that the Alagistrates, Chief Con- 
stables and other Constables, to be appointed under any such Act, may 24 
act in the execution of such Act in any County to be .proclaimed under

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thiisAct; anything in this Act contained to the contrary in anywise 
notwithstanding, and as if this Act had not been had or made.
